VIENNA, Austria, Jan.

Guido Holzknecht, famous Aus- 
traian radiologist who was sum- 
moned post-haste from the Cairo 
medical congress to attend King 
Zogu of Albania, informed the As- 
sociated Press that the rumor that 
the Albanian Sovereign was being 
slowly poisoned was nonsense. 
Professor Holzknecht and Rich- 
ard Bauer, who is a specialist on in- 
ternal medicine, diagnosed Zogu's 
trouble as nothing more than flatu- 
lence, causing colicky pains. Be- 
sides, the 34-year-old monarch, 
who looks to be only 25, is ad- 
dicted to excessive cigarette smok- 
ing, said Prof. Holzknecht. To 
offset the nervous tension of of- 
ficial life, he has been consuming 
more than 100 cigarettes daily. 


100 U. S, AGENTS SEARCH 
FRENCH LINER FOR LIQUOR 


Inspection of Rochambeau to Re- 

quire Two Days, Made as Result 
of Seizare on Pier.

NEW YORK, Jan. 19. — One 
hundred ctstoms inspectors board- 
ed the French liner Rochambeau 
when she docked today with or- 
ders to search her thoroughly. Of- 
ficers of the line offered full co- 
operation. 

The search, which will require 
two days, was the outgrowth of the 
seizure on a French line pier sev- 
eral days ago of 3500 gallons of 
liquor which had been unloaded 
from the Isle de France. The liquor 
had come in unmarked packing 
cases, and 1500 gallons vanished 
mysteriously before the seizure 
was made.

Story of the Bank Holdup. 

As has been told in the Post- 
Dispatch, four men drove up to the 
Overland Bank in a stolen touring 
car, two entering with a sawed-off 
shotgun and a revolver, while the 
other two waited in the car. 4 

Cashier Phelps, who was also the | 
principal stockholder in the bank; | 
George Hiech, a bookkeeper; Mrs. | 
Agnes Wilkinson, a maid, and Mer- 
rit Hamilton, a customer, were held 
up and threatened with death. 
Phelps was forced to open a small 
safe in the vault. The robbers | 
helped themselves to the contents 
of the safe and the outer cage. 

“Come on, let’s go,” called the 
younger robber with the revolver. 

But the robber with the shotgun 
aimed his weapon at Phelps, who 
had obeyed the robbers‘ commands 
and offered no resistance. 

“Don't shoot him,” the man with 
the revolver pleaded. “We got 
what we wanted. Let's get out.” 

“No, I'm going to shoot him,” 
the other replied. Whereupon he 
shot P@elps in the back while the 
cashier was standing in the looted 
vault. 

Robbers’ Stolen Car Found. 

The robbers ran to the waiting 
automobile and were driven away. 
They abandoned the stolen car at 
Denny and Ladue roads and es- 
caped in another car. A shotgun 
shell and a whisky bottle were 
found in the abandoned car.

BELGIAN MEETING 
HEARS HOOVER'S 
VOICE OVER PHONE 


Function to Pay Tribute to 
President-Elect Attended 
by King, Premier and 
Other Officials. 


RULER PRAISES HIM 
FOR WORK IN WAR 


Prime Minister and U. S. 
Ambassador Speak § at 
Dinner Following Gather- 


ing in Palace. 


By the Associated Presa. 

BRUSSELS, Jan. 19.—Belgium 
paid a rare tribute of esteem and 
gratitude to Herbert Hoover this 
afternoon, and its King listened 
to a word of greeting from the 
distinguished American, transmit- 


radiotelephone. 

Gathered in a large hall of the 
Palace of Academics were 
Albert, Ambassador Hugh Gibson, 
seven members of the Cabinet and 
a thousand prominent representa- 
tives of ail ciasses. Premier Jas- 
par addressed them with words of 
appreciation of the work of 
Hoover as director of Belgian re- 
lief. Then the distinguished com- 
pany donned headphones and list- 
ened to Mr. Hoover's response 
from Washington. 

Tonight Ambassador Gibson and 
Paul Hymans, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, were speakers at a din- 
ner in honor of Hoover. 

Premicr Praises Hoover. 

In his afternoon address Pre- 
mier Jaspar described Mr. Hoover 
as a “100 ‘per’ cent man.” He 
_ added, 

“This son of a poor Iowa black- 
smith has fed more starving peo- 
ple than any other man on earth, 
and the Belgian Government is 
glad to be associated with this 
tribute to him.” 

When Hoover responded, King 
Albert turned to the microphone 
and, in English, congratulated the 
President-elect on being called to 
the leadership of a great people. 
He said Hoover well deserved the 
title, “Friend of the Belgians.” 

Hymans, at the dinner tonight, 
|said American democracy “has 
given us a noble spectacle in 
choosing for its highest office a 
citizen, who, during one of the 
greatest tragedies of history, hon- 
ored his country in serving hu- 
manity.” He said the Belgians 
would have cordial and never fad- { 
ing gratitude for Hoover’s war 
services. 

Gibson Replied for Hoover. 

Responding in behalf of Hoover 
and his American associates Gib- 
son praised the former's genius 
for leadership. 

“Belgians may well rejoice in 
anything I say in Mr. Hoover's 
honor.” said the Ambassador. 
i“For the first time in history an

Hoover at His Desk Addresses 
Gathering in Brussels. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Sitting 
at his deck at his temporary head- 
quarters here. President-elect 
Hoover today spoke to an audience 
gathered in Brussels at a celebra- 
tion in honor of the election of the 
former chairman of the Commis- 
sion forthe Relief of Belgium to 
the Presidency of the United 
States. 

“I appreciate this opportunity to 
extend my greetings to Your Maj- 
esties and to my many old friends 
on the relief organization in Bel- 
gium,” Hoover said, “I could not 
join in this oceasion without a 
flood of memories of the years of 
our association during the great 
war. Time quickly dims that gi- 
gantic period in the minds of men, 
and the problems and difficulties 
of reconstruction from the war en- 
velop our attention. But noth- 
ing dims the radiance of Belgian 
sacrifice and courage. There are 
none who do not pay homage to 
its imperishable chapter of pat- 
riotism and sacrifice. 

Praises Altruism of Belgium. 

“The very minor paragraph, 
which in history will be allowed 
to the relief organization, will be 
a chapter in proof of the altruism 
of the tens of thousands of Bel- 
gians who volunteered to carry the 
burden of its administration over 
four long years—a service where 
men and women gave a devotion 
in alleviation of suffering second 
only to the devotion of those of 
the supreme service of war.

Treasury Head Asked to Re- 
consider His Opposition 
to Additional $25,000,- 
000 Appropriation. 


GETS WIRE FROM 
PROHIBITION LEADERS 


Communication From Bish- 
ops Cannon and Nichol- 
son and E. L. Crawford 
Read in Senate. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Three 
dry leaders in a _ telegram ad-. 
dressed to Secretary Mellon today 
requested “a prompt reconsidera- 


head of his refusal to indorse an 
additional appropriation of $25,- 
000,000 for the enforcement of pro- 
hibition. 

The dry leaders declared in their 
communication, read in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Sheppard (Dem.), 
Texas, the author of the eigh- 
teenth amendment, that unless 
Mellon rescinds his disapproval 


of the increase, questions inevitably 
will arise whether the Treasury 
Department “sincerely desires ef- 
ficient enforcement’ and whether 
it is able to develop an adequate 
program. 

The telegram was signed by 
Bishop James Cannon, chairman, 
and Eugene L. Crawford, secre- 
tary of the Board of Temperance 
and Social Service of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and 
Bishop Thomas Nicholson, presi- 
dent of the Antisaloon League. 

“It will be difficult for the av- 
erage citizen to believe,” said the 
communication, “that there is 
much zeal or eagerness on the 
of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to secure adequate enforcement if 
he refuses this opportunity to de- 
velop and carry out an adequate 
program.” 

McBride “Repudiated.” 

The opportunity referred to is an 

amendment to the pending defici- 


ency supply bill by Senator Harris, 
({Dem.) Georgia, to provide an ad- 
ditional $25,000,000 for prohfbi- 
tion enforcement. Secretary Mel- 
lon, writing to the Senate after 
the Harris proposal was approver 
by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, declared it would not 
be advisable to make the money 
available until a survey were con- 
ducted to determine the most ad- 
visable way to spend it. 

After the Dry Leaders’ telegram 
was made public, Senator Harris 
declared himself highly gratified 
with this additional support for his 
proposal. Especially, he added, was 
he gratified to learn that. the 
League had “repudiated” F. Scott 
McBride, superintendent of the 
League, for “joining forces with 
Secretary Mellon” against the in- 
crease. 

Harris declared that McBride at 
first had indorsed the increase, but 
had changed his position when 
Secretary Mellon announced his 
disapproval. 

For Educational Program. 
The telegram advised Secretary 
Mellon to investigate as to the best 
distribution of the additional funds, 
suggesting that they might be di- 
vided between the Coast Guard 
Service, Canadian Border Patrol. 
stringent surveillence of breweries 
and “an extensive nationwide ed- 
ucation campaign employing best 
talent to prepare accurate, strik- 
ing posters and circulars emphasiz- 
ing the danger of individuais and 
to society of the use of intoxt- 
cants.” 

The Senate “expects to get back 
to the prohibition increase Mon- 
day.

George Harsh, Who Robbed 
‘For Fun’ to Appeal From 
Georgia Verdict—Electro- 
cution Set for March 15.

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 19. — A 
Superior Court jury here today 
found George R. Harsh guilty of 
the murder of Willard Smith, a 
drug store clerk. He was sentenced 
to die in the electric chair March 
15. Attorneys for Harsh announced 
that a motion for a new trial 
would be filed immediately. 

Harsh, scion of a wealthy Mil- 

waukee, Wis., family, and  fre- 
quenter of exclusive clubs here, 
when attending Oglethorpe Uni- 
versity, killed Smith, 24-year-old 
drug store manager, during an at- 
tempted robbery last Oct. 16. He 
confessed but a plea of not guilty 
was entered by attorneys who con- 
tended that he was a “constitution- 
al psychopath” incapable of dis- 
tinguishing right from wrong. The 
State, holding Harsh's confession 
but not using it, contended he was 
normal and deported himself as 
would any criminal when he and 
Richard Gallogly, collegiate com- 
panion, held up the Smith drug 
store. Harsh told police he had 
held up the drug store “for the fun 
of the thing.” 
The verdict at the end of a trial 
that lasted four days, came tems 
than an hour after Judge E. B. 
Thomas had delivered his charge. 
No recommendation for mercy was 
made, leaving the court no, option 
except to impose the extreme pén- 
alty under Georgia law.

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Plan for Channel Tunnel Yat 
Gaining in Favor in Britain 


| Informal Poll of Commons Said to Show 
Large Majority for 60-Year-Old Pro-

LONDON, Jan. 19.—An informal 
poll of the House of Commons by 
Sir William Bull was said today to 
show that an overwhelming major- 
ity of the members favor the many 
times suggested English Channel 
tunnel. 

When Parliament reassembles 
Tuesday, Ernest Thurtle, a Labor- 
ite, will ask Premier Baldwin when 
the question can be discussed for- 
mally in Parliament. 

An even more fascinating pro- 
posa! than the 60-year-old project 
for a tunnel, also now under dis- 
cussion in England, is a 21-mile 
channel bridge. From it travelers 
who have suffered the tortures of 
channel! seasickness could laugh at 
the churning waters that, caused 
them misery. 

A channel bridge scheme was 
outlined 40 years ago. Competent 
engineers consider such a structure 
feasible, with structural difficulties 
only a little greater than throwing 
great spans across the Hudson 
River at New York. The channel 
at its narrowest point is compara- 
tively shallow. St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral set down in the middle of it 
would leave a good part of the 
domé sticking above the waves. 

Military Men Oppose Plan. 

But British military strategists, 
arguing for national security, have 
violently opposed the bridge 
project as well as the more prac- 
tical tunnel through all the 
decades of discussion. 

The question to be decided is 
whether the World War altered 
England's splendid isolation as a 
tight little island. Those who fa- 
vor the tunnel say this country is 
directly open to attack from the 
air and to siege by submarine, If 
they “can convince the military 
strategists of this, the tunnel 
project will at last enter the field 
of practical politics. 

Political rather than engineering 
difficulties always have blocked 
the channel tunnel. On two 
occasion s the House of Commons 
voted in favor of the proposal and 
work actually started from the

Larrie Deppe, Associate in 
Chain Stores, Can't Re- 
member His Receipts. 


“My memory is bad. Things 
just go through one ear and out 
the other. You can go back and 
ask my school teacher,” Larrie 
Deppe, 26-year-old secretary of 
the bankrupt Cutler Mercantile 
Co., testified yesterday before Ref- 
eree Walter Grant in the Federal 
Court at East St. Louis at an ex- 
amination to determine the assets 
of a chain store corporation which 
did not make money.

Larrie Deppe_ testified that 
“special sales’’ had been conducted 
a week before the bankruptcy pro- 
ceeding but he couldn’t recall what 
days. Each week he took the re- 
ceipts from the New Athens store 
to his brother, Everett, but he 
never counted the money and didn’t 
remember the amounts. 


“IT cashed checks for customers 
that I didn’t know,” the secretary 
said.

“J 
didn't. You can never tell until 
you try to cash them,” the witness 
replied. 

A cash register in the New 
Athens store was “just a place to 
put the money,” Larrie Deppe said.

Making Foods for Home Consumption. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

CTING, I suppose, on the success of 

the prohibition element in the recent 
election, we are now, after nine years 
of inaction, confronted with court ac- 
tion to stop the making of beer in the 
home. A Kentucky Federal Judge has 
fined three chain stores $500 each for 
selling malt extract. 

I am an old man and need some mild 
stimulant, and have found that a bottle 
of home-made beer after supper is not 
only wholesome but a necessary addition 
to my food, as my appetite is poor. I 
make this beer and use it in moderation, 
neither selling nor giving it except occa- 
sionally treating friends. It is part of 
my food and my use of it injures nobody 

Nor do I believe I am violating the 
eighteenth amendment, which prohibits 
the “manufacture” of intoxicating bever- 
ages. The making of food or drink in 
the home, for one’s own use, is not man- 
ufacture. Is the housewife manufactur- 
ing when she makes bread, biscuits, cat- 
sup, jams and jellies? Certainly not, 
unless she makes these things for sale 

I believe that if this question of the 
meaning. of the word “manuf.cture” in 
the prohibition amendment were brought 
before the Supreme Court by an able 
lawyer, the court could not avoid a sen- 
sible interpretation of the amendment, 
but must decide that it does not pro- 
hibit making an article of food or drink 
in the home, for home use exclusively. 
That is not manufacturing.

FAILURE OF UTILITY REGULATION. 


It is well for the public to understand clearly how 
the public utilities plunderbund operates through 
State Public Service Commissions to reap rich profits 
from the people. An excellent example is that of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., which, through the rulings 
of the Missouri Public Service Commission, has been 
enabled to add about $600,000 to its revenues. 

When Charles A. Munroe and his associates bought 
the property for about $40,000,000, he induced the 
State Public Service Commission to fix the valua- 
tion of the Laclede at $52,000,000, with a rate-basing 
valuation of $48,500,000. On the strength of this 
increased valuation, made on his repeated statement 
that the rates would not be increased and could not 
be increased on account of competition, but that the 
valuation was asked for financial purposes, he sold 
the property to the Harvey L. Clarke group of public 
utility interests at a profit of millions. 

When the Munroe group decamped with its specu- 
lative profits, the Harvey L. Clarke group applied 
for an increase in rates, on the basis of the increased 
valuation fixed by the Public Service Commission. 
The Commission, reducing the rate-basing valuation 
to $47,000,000, granted the application for increased 
rates and laid a burden of from $600,000 to $700,- 
000 additional cost of gas on about 90 per cent of 
the gas consumers, the poorer element of consumers, 
who are least able to bear the burden. 

Thus the State Public Service Commission, cre- 
ated and maintained to regulate public utility monop- 
olies and to protect the people from extortionate 
rates, plays into the hands of the public utility plun- 
derbund and enriches speculators in public utility 
properties and securities. The courts, on appeals in 
some cases, have been worse than the commissions. 
It is this sort of conduct on the part of public service 
commissions and the courts that has caused a wide- 
spread lack of confidence in the regulation of public 
utilities by commissions. It has led to the conclusion 
that regulation by such commissions has been a 
failure from the standpoint of public protection from 
extortion, and that the people must find another 
means to obtain protection and assure fair public 
utility rates. It has greatly strengthened the argu- 
ment in favor of public ownership of public utilities 

It should be borne in mind, however, that the Pub- 
lic Service Commission is a part of the Government 
of the State. The Commissioners are appointed by 
the Governor, and while the Commission exists the 
State Government must be held responsible for its 
conduct.

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OUR CULT OF UGLINESS. 
Leon Dabo, painter, credits the United States with 
a@ monopoly on ugliness. Speaking before the St. 
Louis Council of Jewish Women last week, he said: 


The women are to blame, because a nation’s 
taste depends upon its environment. What kind 
of environment are American women offering in 
their homes? All your houses are alike. None 
of them tells what the mistress of the home is 
like or what she likes. Every $10,000 house is 
like every other one. Your homes are as much 
alike as your dinky little hats, which are all 
alike, with dinky little shiny beasts stuck on one 
side. The shapes are alike, the colors are alike, 
and all the ridiculous brass animals are alike. 


Art in the home is more important than art in the 
Sistine Chapel, Mr. Dabo says, and women should 
express their personality in what they do and have 
and wear. They should not merely follow the mob. 
In Germany, he says, there is a museum devoted to 
things to avoid, and the United States has contributed 
70 per cent of all the things in it. Mr. Dabo thinks 
this is because we have made a cult of ugliness, and 
we probably have. 

At any rate, what Mr. Dabo is doing is all of a 
piece with the self-criticism which Europe thinks is 
going to make us another people. It is a labor of 
Hercules, but it does not dismay the people who, like 
Sinclair Lewis, Henry Mencken, Sherwood Anderson, 


THE NEW LATIN AMERICA. 

In making a tour of Latin America before he as- 
sumed the presidency of the United States Mr. Hoov- 
er likely had in mind that it is a new Latin America 
with which we have to deal today and one of im- 
mense commercial potentialities. 

What these potentialities are Mr. Julius Klein, who 
has been studying them for the Nation, tells in an- 
other place on this page. There has been, he says, a 
great awakening in Latin America since the World 
War. As that sanguinary conflict closed everywhere 
the age-long era of acquiescence in things as they 
were, so, too, did it close that era in Latin America. 
The people down there, like those in China, in Egypt, 
in Turkey, and in many another part of the world, 
want to be abreast of the times. They do not want 
to be ignorant any longer, or to content themselves 
with laissez faire, or to live as their fathers did. 
They have seen the airplane in the air, they have 
heard the radio, and they are sending their sons to 
tech. More than 2000 of these pupils, says Mr. Klein, 
are attending the technical schools of the United 
States. 

This means to commerce, of course, that from a 
mere native of a foreign country, which he has been 
to both Europe and the United States for so long, the 
Latin American has become a potential buyer. There 
are 80,000,000 Latin Americans, and, as Manuel Gam: 
io says in the Latin American edition of the Nation, 
from which Mr. Klein’s article is taken, the ambi- 
tion of the whole mass is to be up and doing. Wheth- 
er we know it or not, the case of Mexico is not 
unique. There is an urge in the whole region be- 
tween the Rio Grande and the Tierra del Fuego to an- 
other and a better culture and a more modern estate. 
The time has passed when the Latin American was 
content to be our inferior, to parade his ragamuffin 
army before the modern arms of our marines, and 
to see Americans and Europeans make off with the 
natural wealth of all those countries when by being 
modern and wide awake the Latin Americans can do 
as much for themselves. 

No doubt Mr. Hoover, in contemplating the future 
of American commerce in Latin America, had in 
mind this very point. He must as Secretary of Com- 
merce have seen the old Latin America passing and 
the new Latin America emerging from the romantic 
chrysalis of the old. If so, it ig no surprise that his 
coming to the White House promises an entirely dif- 
ferent Latin American policy than Mr. Coolidge has 
maintained. Mr. Klein makes the interesting point 
that the opportunity down there is not necessarily 
competitive with Europe. Neither the British nor 
the Germans have lost anything by the great gains 
which our own commerce has made in Latin Amer- 
ica since the World War. They, too, have gained, 
because the Latin American has become a better 
buyer. Our opportunity, as both Mr. Kiein and Mr. 
Gamio see it, is to realize that this is so, and to 
address ourselves, both politically and commercially, 
to the new condition. 

Which is, of course, if we are a wise people, what 
we will do. 
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BARGAINING WITH CRIME. 
Criminal trials in Illinois, according to Dean A)- 
bert J. Harno of the Illinois College of Law, have be- 
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come bargain marts in which criminals barter with | 
the law for such mitigation as will favor their parole , 


or probation. 

Under the Illinois statutes persons convicted of the 
more serious law violations are not eligible for proba- 
tion. Persons who have committed such offenses are 
eager to keep themselves out of the ineligible class, 
and in order to gain that advantage they are usually 
anxious to plead guilty to a lesser offense. That is 
quite natural and easy to understand. A study of 
the criminal records, Dean Harno says, reveals that 
prosecuting officials and courts are willing to accept 
pleas of guilty of lesser offenses and frequently do 
so. That is not so natural nor so easy to understand.

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KING CORNSTALK. 

The chemist has come to the aid of the farmer. 
The cornstalk, a waste product and something of a 
nuisance, has been converted into an economic asset. 
Cornstalk paper is no longer a dream. It is a fact. 
The Danville (Ill.) News printed its Sunday edition 
of Dec. 16 on cornstalk paper. The Prairie Farmer, 
published in Chicago, recently printed its weekly 
edition on cornstalk paper. “Farm Products in In- 
dustry” is, appropriately enough, the first book to be 
printed on cornstalk paper. It is reported, too, that 
paper of almost every variety of quality, weight and 
finish can be made from cornstalks—not only news 
print, but the calendared product required for roto- 
gravure printing and tinted bond for letterheads and 
envelopes. 

Chemical analysis shows that cornstalks contain 45 
per cent of cellulose, which is not only the chief con- 
stituent of paper, but also of rayon, film, insulating 
materials, cardboard, pasteboard, explosives, absorb- 
ents, lacquer, radio dials and horns and many other 
sommodities. Scientists have long been looking for 
a new source of cellulose supply. Now they have 
found it, and their Eureka, it is believed, meahs pros- 
perity for the corn belt. 

Chemistry, in its mission of farm. relief, will not 
stop with the cornstalk. There are many waste prod- 
ucts on the farm which, it is-predicted, will be made 
commercially valuable, The prediction is, of course, 
in accord with the evolution of industry which, in 
s0 many instances, is thriving largely by transform. 
ing waste into revenue. The cornstalk is only a be- 
ginning, though an impressive promise of the day 
when agriculture will keep step with industry, not 
only in results but in operating methods as well. 

It is in the laboratory, apparently, rather than in 
‘egislation, that the farmer will find his friend. 
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Our loans to foreign countries were increased by 
$1,407.000,000 during the calendar year of 1928, ac: 
cording to estimates by the Department of Commerce. 
This reflects some slowing down in the process, Esti 
mates for recent previous years have been around 
$2.000.000,000 a year. But the estimated ‘grand total 
of such loans is now well above $26,000,000,000, and 
that is a formidable sum. How are we ever going to 


Can it be done by shutting down more tightly than 
ever on our foreign trade? And yet Congress is

It is a practice that 
is probably followed as extensively in Missouri as in 
Illinois and to the extent that it is followed, here or 
anywhere, it encourages the commission of the 
gravest offenses, While doubtless there are occasions 
which call for the exercise of this sort of leniency, it 
should never be exercised out of indglence or in 
deference to influence.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The 
resignation of Narcotic Agent 
, Charles 8 Thompson, formerly in 
‘charge of the St. Louis office, who 
has been under charges of miscon- 
duct in office, was accepted with- 
out. prejudice by the Prohibition 
and Narcotic Bureau today. The 
resignation, submitted through 
Congressman John J. Cochran of 
St. Louis, war effective immedi- 
| ately. 

Cochran, who has been active in 
Thompson's »ehalf since the begin- 
ning of the investigation of his of- 
ficial acts, said that the acceptance 
of the resignation officially gave 
Thompson a clean slate. He said 
that had any of the charges made 
against Thompson been proved, the 
‘bureau would have demanded the 
resignation and proceeded in court 
against Thompson. 

Narcotic Bureau officials 
refused to discuss the case. Jt was 
intimated, however, that the in- 
vestigation of Thompson and the 
subsequent investigation of his in- 
vestigators involved so many nar- 
, cotic agents working in Missouri 
that Thompson's usefulness to the 


bureau had been seriously im- 
paired. 

Thompson was removed ‘rom 
authority early last summer and 


transferred to Oklahoma while the 
investigation was in progress. In 
September he returned to St, Louls 
and devoted his time to preparing 
a defense. In November, Con- 
gressman Cochran announced that 
he had inspected the evidence 
against Thompson and was con- 
'vineed from its “silly and ridicu- 
lous” nature that the agent had 
been “framed.” He demanded a 
new and sweeping investigation 
| which, it was announced at Wash- 
|ington, would be made.

Mrs. Nellie M. Cowman Gets 


Jury Verdict Against Two 
Surgeons. 


Mrs. Nellie M. Cowman, restaur- 
ateur’s wife of 521 North Vande- 
venter avenue, who caried an over- 
iooked surgical sponge the size of 
an egg in her abdomen for 17 
months after being operated on, 
received judgement of $75,000 dam- 
ages from a jury in Circuit Judge 
Falkenhainer’s Court yesterday.

Harmann, 530 North Union boule- 
vard, and Dr. J. H. Crenshaw, 5953 
Enright avenue, former head of 
the now extinct Liberty Hospital 
Mrs. Cowman underwent an opera- 


Hospital. Following the operation, 
she suffered pains for 17 months, 
after which, the edge of a piece of 
gauze appeared on the scar of the 
wound. Dr. Harmann, wha had per- 
formed the original operation, made 
an incision and removed a sponge 
which inadvertently had been sewn 
into the woman’s body following 
the operation. 

Dr. Harmann contended that he 
was not responsible for the error. 
The negligence, he said, was that 
of hospital attendants, whose duty 
it was to cleanse the wound follow- 


before the surgeon took the final 
stitches. The surgeon, who told 
the court of the belated removal 
of the sponge, said that Dr. Cren- 
shaw, as director of the hospital, 
had assisted at the operation. 

Dr. Crenshaw declared that 
trouble with his automobile made 
him tate for the operation and that 
he did not arrive until three hours 
afterward. Other testimony was 
introduced to show Dr. Crenshaw 
was present in the operating room. 


ENGLAND-TO-INDIA AIR ROUTE

‘Seven Days.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—A sur- 
vey party of the Imperial] Air- 
ways, Ltd., is working on the exact 
location of bases for the England- 
to-Infia air line in the Mediter- 
ranean region, H. R. Buckley, 
Trade Commissioner at Paris, has 
reported to the 
Commerce.

HIGH MONEY RATES CAUSE 
SLOWING DOWN OF BUILDING 


Period Probably 
Great Loss 


S. W. Straus & Co. Predicts That 12-Month 


Will Show No 
Over 1928. 


The year did not open under as 
auspicious conditions in the bulid- 
ing industry as might be desired, 
says 5S. W. Straus & Co., in its 
report, which says there are un- 
mistakable indications of a steady 
and general slowing down., Ac- 
cording to.reports received by the 
company from 540 cities and towns, 
there was a loss of 11 per cent in 
building permits issued in Decem- 
ber, compared with December of 
the preceding year. This followed 
a series of monthly declines’ (in 
comparison with the same months 
in 1927), which were as follows: 
August, $316,004,086, against $354,- 
241,575; September, $267,261,008, 
to $296,607,719; October, $293,- 
006,602, to $296,172,437; Novem- 
ber, $268,373,574, to $313,281,775, 
and December, 251,036,904, to 
$281,810,565. 

Previously in 1928 building con- 
ditions, as measured by the index 
of permits, were on the upgrade. 
Thus the year was brought to a 
close with a lotal loss over 1927 of 
only 3 per cent. The reports for 
the 540 comparable cities were:

Hight Money Rates Is Cause. 


It is apparent that the higher 
money rates prevailing duriflg the 
closing months of last year were 
responsible for this adverse effect. 
The general business conditions of 
the country have been such 
throughout 1929 as to develop a 
strong building demand. There is 
at present no indication of a let- 
up in business for the immediate 
future. High money rates, which 
may continue well into the new 
year, are expected, therefore, to 
bring about less activity for a 
while, but it seems to be the con- 
sensus among well informed inter- 
ests that building conditions will 
later assume somewhat broader 
proportions and that the 12-month 
period probably will show no 
great loss over 1928. This view is

HEIR first marriage occurred in New 
York in 1907. Untermeyer was then 22 
years old and Jean Starr was 21.

At that time Untermeyer was in 
business. He had given up his schooling at 


the age of 17 to join his uncle's firm, the

vice president of the company and general 
manager of its large plant in Newark New 


of the company’s articles. He was very suc- 
cessful in business, and in 1921 caused con- 
siderable comment by his reorganization of 
the business. He established a 44-hour week, 
with Saturdays off for employes, and a pop- 
ular form of government, in which each em- 
ploye had a voice in determining the com- 
pany'’s policies. In 1923 he resigned from 
the business to devote all his time to litera- 
ture 

In the meantime, of course, he had been 
publishing poetry in a number of magazines 
and his first book, ‘‘The Younger Quire,’ ap- 
peared in 1910. He has since then pub- 
lished several dozen volumes of original 
poems, translations and anthologies, among 
which the best known are perhaps “Roast 
Leviathan” and ‘The of Heinrich 
Heine.” He has lectured on poetry at Yale 
and Princeton and hie first novel, ‘‘Moses,” 
was published a month ago His writings 
have definitely placed him among the more 
significant of contemporary American poets

and many of his works have been received with 
considerable critical enthusiasm. The late Amy 
Lowell, in 1920, declared that ‘Mr. Untermeyer is 
the most versatile writer in America. He is one of 
the small band of young writers who are slowly 
shaping our literature into a new era.” 

All this time Untermeyer's wife also had been 
publishing verses. In 1918 appeared her first vol- 
ume, “Growing Pains,"’ followed by other works, 
the latest of which, ‘“‘Steep Ascent,’ appeared in 
1927. The fact that both husband and wife were 
poets brought about an interesting situation and 
created a rivalry which is believed to have been 
one of the factors leading to their separation. Un- 
termeyer, in his capacity as a critic, on several oc- 
casions had the opportunity to review his wife's 
works for magazines and newspapers, and while he 
always publicly made acknowledgment of his own 
delicate position as the author's husband, he was 
nevertheless very generous in his praise of her 
work. He always said that her poems were very 
good and on occasions intimated that they might be 
better than his own. Casual readers assumed that 
the critic was being a very gallant husband and 
was perhaps leaning backward in an effort to be 
fair. The irony of the situation lies in the fact that 
while many persons thought he was being no more 
than considerate, there were a number of students 
of literature who were willing to go even further 
and to state that they believed her poenis were 
better than his. In any case, there was an inevita- 
ble artistic rivalry between the two, and it could 
not have contributed to complete and perfect mari- 
tal felicity. 


Virginia Moore, a St. Louis girl. She was in 

her early twenties, of singularly attractive and 
sensitive features and possessed of a marked poetic 
talent She was a graduate of a Virginia college 
and completed her studies at Columbia, where she 
acquired the degree of bachelor of arts. Her poems 
began to appear in the magazines. Then her firat 
volume of poems, “‘Not Poppy, was published in 
April, 1926. Untermeyer reviewed them and was 
enthusiastic, as was many another critic. Soon 
after, they met. Whether or not Untermeyer liked 
Miss Moore's poems more than he liked Mra. Un- 
termeyer's is not known, but it soon became ap- 
parent to close friends that while he might have 
no preference in the poems, he was showing a 
marked preference for one of the poets. Unter- 
meyer and Miss Moore soon found themselves in 
that troublesome state of love about which each had 
so frequently written. 

The situation was, of course, a tense one, ad- 
mirably suited to lyric treatment, and under the 
emotional stress all three of the poeta managed to 
keep writing furiously, each translating some of 
his persona! anguish into verses. The tronic part of 
the business is that all three poets turned out some 
of their very best poems during those troubled 
days and nights while they were trying to find a 
sensible solution for their common problem. How- 
ever suitable the situation may have been for poetic 
treatment, it was not conducive to domestic peace, 
and in the fall of 1926 Untermeyer obtained a di- 
vorce from Mrs. Untermeyer in Mexico, and there 
he married Virginia Moore
